CATHOLICS EXHORTED 
TO HOLD 10 THE FAITH 


Pastoral Letter Directed to 


German Churches Cites 
‘Enemies.’ 


— 


BERLIN, Sept. 1.—(4)—-A pastoral 
letter exhorting all Catholics to 
stand fast in the faith’—the out- 
come of the recent Catholie bishops 
conference at Fulda—was read today 
from Catholic pulpits throughout the 
third reich. 

“The number of enemies to the 
Cathqlic faith has become legion,” 
the letter said. 

“Youthful spirits who never learned 
or afe only superficially acquainted 
withthe catheghism feel themselves 
called to sit in judgment on all that 
is Catholic.” 

The signatories of the letter were 
the German Cardinals Bertram, of 
Breslau, Faulhaber, of Munich, and 
Schulte, of Cologne, and 23 other arch- 
hishops, bishops and prelates of Ger- 
man dioceses. 

Referring to the “enemies,” the let- 
ter said: “By them the Holy Writ, 
the Old Covenant, the Gospel and the 
Epistles of Saint Paul are rejected. 
Our Lord and Saviour, Jesus Christ. 
is to be no longer the way of faith 
and light.”’ 


Avoid Anti-Catholicism. 


Summoning the faithful to resist an 
onslanght of assailants upon the 
church by attending services diligent- 
Ty, refraining from reading anti-Cath- 
alice books and holding aloof from anti- 
Catholic meetings, the letter com- 
plained that Catholic papers not only 
are barred from printing religious ar- 
ticles, but sometimes are forced to 
print articles which are offensive to a 
Catholie reader. 

“The planned regeneration of the 
German people can only succeed if it 
is not builded upon the shifting sands 
of the human weltanschaungen (world 
view), but on the rock of Christian 
religion.’’ 

The letter said: “The fourth com- 
mandment enjoins us to obey authori- 
ties, but when the laws of the state 
come into conflict with natural laws 
and dislodge the commandments, then 
St. Peter's word obtains. ‘We must 
obey God rather than men’.” 

The pastoral letter proceeded to chal- 
lenge modern ideas concerning morals 
and asserted a decline of the nation 
through a falling birth rate could not 
be stopped by police measures but only 
by moral forces and a Christian out- 
ook. 

“Hold fast in the faith when some 
gay to you, ‘Religion has nothing to 
do with polities and therefore politi- 
cal Catholicism must he exterminat- 
ed’.” the letter asserted. 

“This new slogan of political Cathol- 
icism can only impress persons hereft 
of judgment who do not ask why so 
mich is said about servants of re- 
ligion who allegedly interfere with the 
atate and so little about 
who interfere with church affairs.” 

The letter said the nazi slogan of 
political Catholicism can:hbe invoked 
only too often to justify any tyran- 
nical act. 

It protested further against what 
it called de-Christianization of public 
life, pointing out .that 
between the Vatican and the reich 
stipulated the right to “publie exer- 
cise of the Catholic religion.” 

Religious agitation at home 
recommended. 

Educational Policy. 

“In case, God forbid, the Old Testa- 
ment is barred from the official cur- 
riculum,” the letter urged parents to 
send their children as long as possi- 
hle to denominational schools and 
later to permit them to join only 
those organizations in which religious 
convictions are respected. 

“Wh great concern we observe 
the anti-church§ attitude of many 
routh leaders and youth periodicals,’ 
the letter said. 

The bishops finally exhorted their 
congregations to preserve calm and not

“We do not fear for our church, but

Roosevelt Will Balance Budget in 1939, Author of Article 
Asserts; Interpretation of Other Presidential 


| Views Is Given. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 1.—As 
‘answer to recent criticisms of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s failure to take the 
‘country into his full confidence re- 
garding future policies, George Creel 
presents in Collier's Weekly, issued 
last Friday, a complete exposition of 
the President's plans. 

Basing his information on authori- 
tative administration sources, 
Creel announces that. the 


plan for this balancing has been 
worked out, at the President’s dicta- 
tion, by Treasury experts, and is as 
definite as precise figures can 
make it: 

“For the present year, ending July 
1, 1936, receipts will be 3.992 million 
dollars and the deficit 3.892 million. 
For next year, ending July 1, 19:57, 
receipts will be 4,200 million, with a 
deficit of 2,000 million. For the fol- 
lowing year (ending July 1, 1938) re- 
‘ceipts will be 5,000 million and deficit 
50) million. In 1939, the deficit will 
be wiped out and there will be a 
surplus of 500 million.” 

Says Mr. Creel: “The President 
holds that the best and quickest way 
to balance the national budget is to 
halance the budget of the American 
citizen. Even so, receipts and expen- 
ditures are being given careful con- 
sideration, and the Treasury experts 
already see the day when the budget 
can and will be balanced—and that 
without ignoring an essential govern- 
mental duty or human obligation. 

“The United States has not neared 
its debt limit, and another fact 
atressed by the President is that the 
eost of the debt structure is being 
steadily reduced. Two years ago a 
little over 4 per cent, its cost is al- 
ready down to nearly 3 per cent.” 

Some of the other important sub- 
jects on which Mr. Creel, speaking 
with authority, undertakes to inter- 
pret the present presidential policies 
are: 

Amending the Constitution: vee &

Chairman Madden Outlines 


Distinctions Drawn by 
New Law.

“The board's powers are expressly 
limited to the prevention of unfair 
labor practices ‘‘affecting commerce," 
and ‘commerce’ is expressly defined 
AS interstate or foreign commerce. ex- 
cept as to territories and the’ District 
of Columbia,” Madden said. | 

_“The consequence of these limita- 
tions set by the constitution upon the 
powers of congress, and by the terms 
of the act itself, is that the powers 
of the hoard will not apply to a num- 
her of situations where there are un- 
fair labor practices but where these 
Practices do not affeet nor tend te 
create a situation which will affect 
the free flow of commerce. 

“The question of defining this 
boundary which marks the limits of 
the federal power has alwars been a 
difficult one for the congress’ and the 
courts, and its anewer in case is de- 
pendent upon a combination of his- 
torical facts, precedents and the prac- 
tical considerations of the situation.” 
_ The steel. antomobile and rubber 
industries are understood to he ready 
to challenge the Wagner act's con- 
Stifutionatity if the new board makes 
any ruling against them.

Anemia means literally lack of blood.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 1.—The treasury had a lot of 
technical explanations ready to offset the bad publicity 
from Secretary Morgenthau’s bond failures, but you will probably find 
the right answer in the latest figures of the Federal Reserve Board. 
These prove that bond dealers have lately been loaded up with gov- 
ernment bonds, that they have been turning their holdings over to banks. 
In turn, the banks have been reducing their dealers’ loans and increas- 
ing their own holdings of governments. In other words, a process of 
dealer liquidation was on when the latest treasury auction was held, 
The figures show that bank loans to dealers were cut $63,000,000 
last week while bank holdings of governments increased $47,000,000, 
Chicago banks took $16,000,000 more of governments that week. 
In non-banking language this means that Mr. Morgenthau could have 
inserted a pin in a calendar, blindfolded, and have selected a better time 


for his auction.

INVITING AIR TRAGEDIES 

The existence of 43 privately- 
owned airplanes in Georgia without 
government licenses, as reported by 
the Bureau of Air Commerce of the 
Department of Commerce, reveals a 
condition that is an invitation to air 
tragedies, carrying as great threat 
to the public as to the occupants 
of unairworthy planes. 


As much for the protection of the 
public as for pilots and their pas- 
sengers, the federal government has 
formulated strict regulations and 
Standards for the licensing of both 
planes and aviators. Most of the 
states, including Georgia, have laws 
requiring that a federal license be 
secured before:a plane shall be op- 
erated within their borders. 

Of the 96 privately-owned planes 
in the state nearly one-half are un- 
licensed. Many of these planes are 
the work of amateur builders and 
even in their prime were probably 
dangerous and unfit for flying over 
inhabited areas. To this funda- 
mental unfitness is now added the 
additional danger of age, since the 
majority were constructed several 
years ago. 

Should one of these antiquated 
“crates” crash in a thickly built-up 


section of a city or town, the prob- | 


ability is that it would burst into 
flames, igniting the buildings near 
the point where it had crashed, and 
throwing dozens of innocent peo- 
ple, going about their routine daily 
occupations, into imminent danger 
of loss of life or serious injury.
